Washington, March 10.—(AP)— 


The Supreme court today took un- 
der consideration a request by the 
justice department lha*- it put into 
effect immediately its ruling in the 
John L. Lewis contempt case. 


Lewis' and the United Mine 


Workers filed a petition opposing 
the government's move to speed 
up normal procedure. 


Court attaches said the justices 


may announce their decision on the 
government's request later today 
or perhaps later in the week. 


The contempt case decision was 


given last Thursday. 


The court upheld contempt con- 


victions of Lewis and the UMW for 
disregarding a U. S. District court 
order against last fall's coal strike. 


It 
sustained a 
510,000 
fine 


against Lewis and reduced from. 
$3,500,000 to $700,000 one against 
the union. 


5-Day Withdrawal Ordered 


The high tribunial directed that 


the original amount of the fine 
against the union should be reim- 
posed unless Lewis withdrew a no- 
tice to the government that the 
union was terminating its contract 
to mine coal. 


Lewis was ordered to withdraw 


the termination order -within five 
days after the high court's man- 
date was returned to the District 
court. Ordinarily, it requires about 
25 days for the mandate (court 
decision) to reach the lower court. 


Since the miners are under in- 


structions from Lewis to work 
only until March 
31. Attorney 


General Clark filed with the court 
last week a motion to make the 
mandate effective immediately. 


Fear March 31 Strike 


Clark said he feared that unless 


this \vere done there might be a 
strike March 31. 


Opposing the motion, counsel for 


Lewis and the union filed with the 
Supreme court a petition saying 
"'the public interest will not in any 
manner be adversely' affected by 
allowing-the normal4 and reason- 
able time~"£&r7cfln9lderatibn' "and 
preparation of a petition "for re- 
hearing."

Soviet Foreign Minister5 Molotov 
unexpectedly injected the political 
situation in China into the open- 
ing session of the foreign ministers 
council today, asking that 
the 


United States, Britain and Russia 
exchange information on condi- 
tions- there. 


An 
immediate decision 
was 


blocked by Secretary of State 
Marshall who said he wanted to 
think over the request overnight. 


Molotov asserted the situation in 


China had not improved since De- 
cember. 1945. 


At that time the foreign min- 


isters of the "United States, Brit- 
ain and Russia agreed on the need 
for a unified, strong China, and the 
United States and Russia agreed 
to remove their troops from China 
as soon as possible. 


No Previous Indication 


There had been no previous indi- 


cation that Russia wished to talk 
about China at the current session, 
which was called to take up the 
German and Austrian situations, 
but the foreign ministers frequent- 
ly run the gamut in their meetings. 
This is the first foreign ministers' 
session attended by Marshall as 
secretary of state. 


Today's session in the Hall of 


Soviet Aviation, two miles from 
the snow-mantled Kremlin, lasted 
about an hour and a half. 


Secretary of State Marshall gave 


a new trash today to the United 
States proposal for a- four-power 
alliance against Germany, but he 
was assured the support of only 
Britain's Ernest Bevin as the for- 
eign ministers council met in a 
snow-mantled Moscow to 
con- 


sider peace treaties for Germany 
and Austria.

Al- 
so under detention at Haifa were 
an American newspaperman and 
a French woman writer who were 
aboard the ship.

vinced this is the best contract we

Kock River is the great Indian 
statue north of Oregon which has 
come to be called Black Hawk. In 
reality the/statue represents, not 
one Indian, but the sculptor's idea 
of the composite Indian race. The 
dramatic beginnings ol this statue} 
and why the sculptor Lorado Taft 
undertook the task, is told in a 
new biography of him just publish- 
ed by his wife Ada Bartlett Taft. 
She has called the book "Lorado 
Taft Sculptor and Citizen." 


About the erection of the statue 


she says in part: "Lorado Taft 
wondered how a great statue could 
be erected, high up there above 
the river. He knew that a figure 
in such a location must be large 
enough to be seen from a long 
distance; it must seem to enfold 
the whole pageant of life below. 
He had very little money, certainly 
not enough for a huge bronze 
statue, but that did not deter him. 
It happened, at that time, that two 
tall chimneys of concrete were be- 
ing added to the heating plant at 
the Art Institute, and Lorado be- 
came convinced that if a fifty- 
foot ehinine}' could be made of 
concrete a monolithic statue might 
be. Why not?

Madrid, March'10—(AP) — A 


high spokesman of,the totalitar- 
ian Falange party has sharply re- 
jected the idea of restoring a king 
in Spain, which has lived under 
the republican and Franco regimes 
since 195,3. 


He is Jorge Jodana Fuentes, re- 


cently appointed national adviser 
on political formation of the Fal- 
ange's youth front. 
His state- 


ments appear in a series of three 
articles he has written to appear 
in the,youth front's weekly "Jov- 
entud" (youth.) The titles of the 
three articles: "Monarchy?" "Re- 
public?" and "Leadership!" 
, Rumors arise periodically in 
Spain that Generalissimo 
Fran- 


cisco Franco, who is chief of the 
Falange among his other jobs,, is 
about to bring back the monar- 
chy. Many of his first^ followers 
in 1936, when he rose against the 
republic, joined him in the belief 
that he would do just that. 


Gain Occasional Hope 


Every so often something hap- 


pens to give them hope: Franco 
made a speech saying that Spain's 


"traditional" regime 
eventually 


would have to return; he has per- 
mitted the leading- pretender to 
the throne, Don Juan, to live in 
neighboring Portugal; he has chos- 
en 
monarchists 
for 
important 


posts. 


•Yet after more than 10 years of 


.supporting1 the 
Franco 
regime, 


many monarchists feel they are 
farther away from 
their 
hope 


than they were in 1936. 
Jqrdana's 


article confirms that belief. 


Jordana attacks the monarchists 


Tor not having fought to save their 
regime in 1931, when the republic 
was proclaimed. They cannot base 
.heir demands on the will of the 
people,' he says, because:
